_ HSC Report: GPO stock # 052-071-00590-1, xiii + 686 pp., $6.50. The 

regional GPO bookstores should have it within a couple of days. A Bantam 

(750 pp . , $3.95) should be out by Monday 7/23. (I'll save my edi torial 
comments for later.) 

There is no index at all, and it's time consuming to find the footnotes which 
go with a given page of text. The enclosed footnote locator should help with 
the second problem. Coes anyone have the impression that we are not their audience 
of choice?
